schools in operation today and 
a prophetic preview of the fu­ 
ture with its problems and its 
opportunities. 


Biglerville was by no means w illing 
to be outdone, however Its boosters 
were just as certain as were those of 
neighboring Arendtsville that their 
own community was destined for a 
place in the sun Census figures for 
1910 disclosed that while Arendtsville 
had a population ol only 383. Bigler­ 
ville had climbed to 386 
Tile apple industry was rapidly ex­ 
panding and here was the center of 
much of its activity. Biglerville-made 
barrels were being delivered by the 
thousands to tile orchardists In the 
surrounding foothills, to be packed 
and hauler! back to the railroad for 
the first journey to the overseas 
markets. 
Christian H. Musselman who had 
bought out a small bankrupt can­ 
nery, 
began canning 
apples 
and 
apple products in 1907. thus provid­ 
ing a market for any surplus apples 
that could not be absorbed by the 
export trade, 
Biglerville discovered that it need­ 
ed a high school too. and In 1913 
the school board rented quarters 
above Thomas Brothers store on the 
square and set up a two-year high 
school course. Its first graduates, 
the class of 1915, were only three 
in number. The new venture into 
secondary education nourished here, 
just as it had in Arendtsville and in 
1917 a new two-story building was 
built to house both grade .school and 
high school pupils. 
Inaugurate 4-Year Programs 
This red brick structure is now* 
a part of the Biglerville high school 
unit of the upper Adams jointure. 
While the new* construction was still 
in progress, four-year programs were 
inaugurated in both academic and 
commercial subjects, and the first 
four-year class graduated In 1920. 
II was by virtue of these courses 
that Biglerville became in 1918 an 
approved first clas high school, 
Mena lien and Tyrone townships 
sent their grammar school gradu­ 
ates in increasing numbers to Ar­ 
endtsville 
and 
Biglerville 
high 
schools; but because of its stra­ 
tegic 
location 
and 
its 
academic 
course. Biglerville began to draw- 
ahead of Arendtsville in the number 
of tuition pupils enrolled from these 
two districts. 
Butler township .however, elected 
to cast its lot with Arendtsville,

Franklin townships. The jointure 
agreement, dated March 12. 1917, 
was for a ten-year period. Its adop­ 
tion enabled the three districts to 
participate iii federal aid to voca­ 
tional high schools, authoiized by 
the Smith-Hughes Act, in 19IU.

study the role that the Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania has played 
in local education since 1919 Prior 
I to that time the state had confined 
most of its attention to telling the 


- 


local districts what to do, but with­ 
out supplying very much of the 
money to do it with. 
The high school act of 1905, as 
we have already noted, required dis­ 
tricts not maintaining high schools 
to pay tuition for their grammar 
school graduate* in the high schools 
Of other districts, Tile idea behind 
this law was probably to force the 
establishing of more high schools. 
But it could have had another ef­ 
fect. Economy m inded school boart!., 
and patrons too, for Blat matter, 
might very well have discouraged 
high school attendance to save the 
tuition expense th a t 
the district 
had lo bear alone, 
This wax partially remedied in 1925 
when a new law obligated the state 
to pay up to 75 per cent of tile 
cost of transporting ninth through 
twelfth grade pupils to other high 
schools, providing they passed the 
county entrance examinations, it 
still made no provisions for reim­ 
bursement to the districts for high 
school tuition paid. 
State Reimbursement 
It was not 
until 
1941,

system of state reimbursement on 
high school student* was inaugurat­ 
ed. That act, incidentally carried 
other provisions that had an imme­ 
diate effect on the affairs of both

For It not only provides! 
substantial state aid to student* in 
the old iour-year high schools. Its 
benefits were expanded to include 


Junior high school transportation, 
and for lite first time a system of re­ 
imbursement was set up on oil high 
school 
tuition. Junior and senior 
from

seventh 
through 
the 
twelfth grades. 
Biglerville immediately inaugurat­ 
ed a junior high school, or "six- 
six” program, with six grades of ele­ 
mentary and six grades of high 
.school. It was ready for operation 
by the fall of 1941, and Biglerville 
became the fir -* rd 'O rt in Adum^fc 
county to offer a junior high s c h o o l 
program 
Fortunately for Hie school, and 
because of what must have been 
considerable foresight on the part 
of the community the school plant 
had already been considerably ex - 
I»andc<1 A cinder block community 
hall, erected by ii group of local 
business men 
in 
1922 
had 
been 
rented by the school district in 1923 
and 1924. In 1925, the school bought 
the hall outright, and increased the 
number of classrooms to four, re­ 
taining the hall for auditorium and 
gymnasium use. 
The high school building also had 
been expanded through the addi­ 
tion of four oversized classrooms, 
ready for the fall of 1937 when vo­ 
cational courses in homemaking and 
agriculture were instituted,
